Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Johnson et al. (USP 5,982,144). See abstract and figure 1 and column 3, lines 1-46. 

Response to Amendment 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12-8-03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The crux of applicant's argument of limitation "a plurality of electrochemical 
devices individually coupled with a respective one of the charging nodes and 
individually configured to assume a open-circuit condition in a substantially charged : 
state; and a plurality of shunting devices coupled with respective ones of the charging 
nodes and individually configured to shunt electrical energy from a respective one of the 
charging nodes after the respective electrochemical device assumes the open-circuit 
condition." First, one of ordinary skill in the art would know that open circuit conditions 
are well known in the art when a battery is fully charged to prevent discharge of the 
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battery when the battery is connected in the circuit. Also this is an "assumption" 
meaning that this condition does not always exist, the limitation is not positively claimed 
it is either in open circuit condition or it is not. How does one assume a condition that is 
possible or not possible? One of ordinary skill in the art would know that a simple 
measurement circuit could detect if the battery is fully charged, things cannot not be 
based on assumptions.
